ons. |: Of this want, are thoſe guilty, reproved by our 
Saviour; who (too publickly officious ) ofter to pull out 
their neighbours Mote, not being ſenſible of the Beam 
in their own Eyes. Alſo the unhappy Miracle - worker 
muſt here plead Guilty, of whom that' Jewiſh ſaying, 
fallly applyed to our Lord, :may be truly verified, He 
ſaved others, himſelf he cannot ſave. | 
Gods Power is the chiefeſt agent in effeCting Miracles; 
an Attribute moſt neceſlary to beget Fear, Admiration, 
and Humiliation. But alas, the Knowledge of Gods 
Omnipotency, ſhall rather affright, than comtort us, with- 
out the apprehenſion and ſelf.application of His love to- 
wards us, in Him, for whoſe Name ſake he wrought 
ſuch Signes.

| the Body, ſo the Soul hath its ſeveral Objects; according 
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cent Craft; But Man, whole incorporeal parts parallet 
the others Eſſence, yea, now tranſcend it, (by hew much 
a poſitive is better than a depravation) is the ſtage which 
Sathans derifion tramples on. The leaſt of Scornes, is not 
the leaſt of Tnjuriesz the height of it, the greateſt of 
Cruelties. Such 1s his, for it wounds the wounded, ſeek- 
ing to deprive thoſe of Heaven, whom he hath already 
defrauded of an earthly Paradiſe.

Wouldfſt 
thou then know what is Drawn, and whom thou haſt 
Imployed 2 Let thy following Meditations ſearch out, and 
obſerve the Original ; which (tle ſhaddowes withdrawn ) 
molt opportunely, and in order, meets thy-next Comempla- 
tion. The pleaſingneſs of Objects, begets a Delight ; the 
delight, an affection; the affection courts an enjoying.

Which POOT | 
place, either ignorant, or regardleſs of fo high a favour, 
was not only void of thankftulnefſs, and common courte- 
fiez but of neighbourly hoſpitality. A Stable, a Manger, 
and brute Beaſts being the Palace, the Cradle, the com- 
pany, it prepared tor the entertainment of the Worlds 
Saviour. Behold here a myſtery of myſteries; He who 
knows no beginning, now begins to be, that his being in 
nature might give us a being in grace, in glory. And in 
his Infancy did our gracious Redeemer begin to ſuffer ; 
the entrance of his lite being but the Prologue of his ſor. 
row, and the total thereof a continued paſſion. 

His innocent Child-hood 1s, made the ſubject of tren- 
ſon ; and nought but his {Jaughter muſt allay the Tyrants 
ſuſpition. What needed any, unjuſtly, or violently to 
| have fought his Death, who willingly came to Dye; on- 
ly living the life of Man, that for Man he might be ca- 
pable of Death. This Herodian cruelty hath a"deeper 
dye 
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dye than Nero's Tyranny. For he deſtroyed the World 
only in his wiſh, but this Man by one a& would have 
made not our Bodies oniy, but our Souls mortal. O ſweet 
Jeſus, thou Heddelt into Fg ypt, not to preſerve life, bur 
to die daily; avoiding his mercileſs Power, that thou 
mighteſt declare thy powertull mercy. Thy Death, by 
which we live, mult not be conſtrained, leaſt ungrateful 
Man ſhould elteem 1t no gift, The {trength and policy 
of Herod are unable to wreſt that per-force from thee, 
which thou purpoleſt freely to give. Infancy muſt not 
ſuffer tor Man-hood, ſince the greater includes the leſs ; 
but the leſſer cannot comprehend the greater. That per- 
fection of Age, that made Mans rebellion, and ſm more 
full, more hateinl], muſt make thy obedience and ſuffer- 
ings more compleat, inore acceptable. Not Bethlew, but 
Feruſalem the center of the World, muſt be the Theatre 
of infinite mercy, of mercileſs cruelty; that thy paſſion 
being acted in the place, wherein the Legal Ceremonies 
were celebrated, the Types and Figure might more clear- 
ly point out the ſubſtance. All thoſe bloody Sacrifices 
being aboliſhed by one Sacrifice of® blobd. 

Atter this eſcape of danger in his Child-hood, and re- 
prieved of his lite for a. time, did not the increaſe of his 
years multiply his ſorrows ?. No doubt he ſuffered, as well 
as fulfilled the Law for. us, during' thoſe thirty years he 
obſ{cured, himlelf. At twelve years of age we finde him 
diſputing in the Temple, when ſurely-he wanted not op- | Luke's.

approbrious with their --blaſphemous tongues 3: reporting 
him to be a Gluttorn, a Wire bibber. a friend: of - Publi- 
cans and Sinners. Diſparaging his birth, and calling him 
the Carpezter's Son, atliming his miraculous power to be 
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the effects of a Satanical contederacy, ſaying, that he caſt 
out Devils, by Belzebub the Prince of Devils. | 

Poverty to all, is a miſery full of miferies, yet not a- 
like to all. Circumſtances alter much the ſtate of things. 
He is poor, that is born ſo ; but he is truly poor, that is 
made ſo; fince the one knows moſt of his misfortune is 
from, and by reaſon of others. When the others woful 
experience makes him more ſenlible of his woe. A Mans 
own cenſure, more than the judgments of others, makes 
him more or leſs unhappy. Deprivation and lots is the 
extremity of poverty, and moſt grievous to humanity. 
But, who can loſe what he never had ? In nature, want 
is as it were a part of Mans nature, and therefore leſs 
wretched. The firſt works moſt upon the body, this laſt 
upon the Soul; and therefore far more unſutterable, by 
how much that purer ſubſtance hath a deeper apprehen- 
ſton: of pain, than, the more groſs and outward ſenſes, | 
O my Soul. 1s this outward ind:igency, fo full and over- | 
flowing with ſorrow, how infinite bound art thou unto 
him, who being rich, became poor, that thou through 
his poverty might be made rich. The greater the height, 
the more miſerable is the dejeftion. The more eminent 
the ſtate, the more unſupportable the humiliation. O 
behold, and fee if there be.any ſorrow like unto this 
ſorrow, wherewith the Lord afflited him in the day of 
his fierce Wrath. Was he rich in beauty? had he the dew 
of his youth from the Womb of the Morning? Behold, 
tor our ſakes he 1s become as a Root ſpringing out of a 
dry ground, he hath no form nor comelineſs. And could 
we now view him as he was then, there would be no 
beauty that we ſhould defire him. 

What thing ſo without meaſure glorious, and unex- 
preſſible, as the fimple, and infinite eflence of the God- 
head? what Element: more . vile, and baſe than Earth, 
the principal ingredient of our bodily ſubſtance?

Such Lord were the honours which the World gave 
thee.

Surely, as the Power was infinite which ſuſtain*d 
him, ſo the Paſtions were infinite which he endured, and 
are as tar above the height of Mans expreſfion, as above 
the height of Mans {in. In a Garden Adam ſinned, and 
Chriit ſuffered : Sathan in the one deceiving our firſt Pa- 
rents by a Serpent; in the other betraying. our blefſed 
Saviour by a Judas. The unſupportable wrath of God,

feeling, is as it were fled and baniſht from a ſtupifyed, | 
and over-burthened member > fo did thy God-head, the | 
Pillar of thy ſtrength, (a ready help in time of trouble) | 
teem- now to {icep, hide, and ſeparate it ſelt from thy | 
humanity. Witneſs that loud Ejaculation, 0 wy God,my 
God, why haſt thou forſaken me& 

Laitly, the Devil, with all the infernal Spirits, did now 
tryuwph over thee, as their captivez ſuppoling that all 
ouc hopes were crucified with thee. Yea, to aggravate 
thy endurings, his-agents, the chief Prieſts, Scribes, and 
Elders, at once deride, and tempt thee. Their mocking 
is expretled in the firſt part of their Sarcaſme; He ſaved 
others, Himſelf he cannot ſave: Their temptation, 1n 
the concluſions If He be the King of Ijrael, let him now 
come down from the Croſs, and we will believe in Him 
He truſted in God, let hins deliver him now, if he will 
have him, for he ſaid, 7 am the Son of God, How many 
dangerous Darts are at once delivered from theſe blaſ- 
phemous mouths, againſt the Reſolutions of our Saviour, 
the welfare of our Souls. His humane will (which from 
the fearful}, and deadly apprehenſion of the bitterneſs of 
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his Cup, did in the Garden, rather expreſs an exceſs of 
pain, than an unwillingneſs to ſuffer : rather declare his 
Humanity, than contradict his Divinity) might by theſe 
Speeches, have been afreſh moleſted and: invited to a 
{elf-deliverance, even 1n this entrance of death. Further, | 
they might alſo thus ſuggeſt, that he ſhould not only by 
ſuch a tergiverſation be freed from the preſent and un- 
{upportable torment ; reſcued from the all-conquering 
Monarchy ; but alſo without controverſie be received, 
and acknowledged the Son of God, the King of 7/rael. | 
Yea, which 1s more miraculous, than all the reſt, thoſe 
that even now were 1mplous Traitors, will inſtantly be- 
come obedient Subjects; thoſe that ere while were exe. 
crable blaſphemers, will preſently be changed into righ- 
teous converts; thoſe whom Johz rightly ſtiled a Gene- 
ration of Vipers, our Saviour, a faithleſs Generation, will 
in a moment be metamorpholed into believing Chriſti. 
ans. O bleſſed Redeemer, had not our lives been more 


tn 


dear unto thee, than thine own, theſe Diabolical charms 
might have raiſed up ſuch a ſelf-love, as would have 
forced a repreeval from death. But thou O Lord ſearch- 
eſt the heart; yea, thou knoweſt how exceeding full of 
hypocrifie the minds of theſe Men were. So that if thou 
ſhouldeſt have deſcended from the Croſs, or ſent unto 
them one from the dead,they would neither have truſted 
in thee, nor credited the other, ſince they believed not 
Moſes, nor the Prophets. 

Three hours, meaſure out this laſt a&t of our Saviours 
ſufferings. That maſs and full meature of ſin, which | 
many thouſand of years had treaſured up, muſt not be 
aboliſhed, or annihilated 1n an inſtant. Why was not the 
infinite ſufferings of Man deified, though dated but for 
one minute, of more rate, price, and eſtimation, than 
the offences of Man mortall? yea, ſurely. Wherefore 
then this overplus? O it iMhe overflowing of this Foun. 
tain of love. The immenſe diſparity betwixt the offen- 
der and ſatisfier, the Creature and Creator, cauſeth this 
| diſproportion betwixt the debt and ſatisfattion. Man 
cannot ſin, but finitely, God cannot love but infinitely ; 
Man's a@ions, to which his ſin cleaves, are finite, God's 
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Attributes (one of which 1s his love) are infinite. 0 the 
depth of the riches, both of the wiſdome, and knowledge 
of God ! Lord grant that 7 being rooted and grounded 
in love, may be able to comprehend with all Saints, what 
is the bredth, and length, and depth, and height; and to 
know the love of Chriſt, which paſſeth all underſtanding, 
that I may be filled with the fulneſs of God. 

The triendihip of Man 1s momentary, fickle, and un- 
conſtant, as wanting meaſure, perſeverance, and a true 
toundation 3 But the mercy of God, exprefled to Man, 
his moſt unworthy Creature, 1s the very quinteſlence, 
compleatment, and perfeCtion of all other loves, being 
not detective in quantity; for in him doth all fulneſs 
dwel's nor in qual:ty, for it is the love of God; nor in 
ſtability, for he is Alpha and Omega, the beginning 
and the end; the great Jehovah, who is not changed 3 
With whom is no variableneſs, nor ſhaddow of turning. 
And laſtly, the caxſe of it is his own free grace; the 
ground of it Jeſus Chriſt. So that the Foundation of 
God ſtandeth ſure, as having this ſeal - the Lord know- 
eth who are his. The glorious and intinite Attributes of 
| the Almighty, are ſo many glaſſes, through which, at di- 
(tance, the Creature in ſome ſort may perceive the Maje- 
ſty of the Creator. Amongſt which, none is more ule- 
tully tranſparent, than that of his love. The mirrour of 
Wiic2 mirrour, 15 the paſſion of our Saviour, The Cen- 
tre of all which is this very point of his death. O graci- 
ous Lord, was 1t not enough that thou forſookeſt the 
Heaven of Heavens, thy Throne of Glory, to live amongſt 
Worms, on this Dunghill, Earth, the unworthy foot.ſtoo] 
of thy greatneſs? Nay further, was it not ſufficient that 
thou endureſt the ſtings and perſecutions of thole Muck- 
worms, {uftering {uch infects, (even the corruption of na- 
ture) to brawle and trynmph over thee, but that thou 
| would#lt allo pray, forgive, and dye for thy Perſecutors ? 
For a righteous Man perhaps ſome would ſuffer, but thou 
dyeſe for ſinners, the juſt tor the unjuſt. Lord Jeſus, ler 
the apprehenſion of thy wonderfull affection be asdelight- 
fall to the taſte of my Soul, as thy laſt draught of Gall 
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Drvine Meditations on Faith. | 
As thy tenſe of my lin, and thy Fathers. wrath made thee. 
cry aloud for afliſtance 3 fo, let the lenle of thy mercy, | 
my happineſs, make me lift up my voice in thanktuinels,

he brightneſs and benefit of his light, ſo the clouding 
of our Saviour by death. teacheth us his Diſciples at once, 
the feliciry of his preſence, the uncomfortableneſs of his 
abſence, and the perfection of his Perſon. The deſcents 
of Mans miſery are the degrees to Chriſts victory. As we 
in this World inherited fin, fo he upon Earth merited 
righteouſneſs. As we 1n the Grave, are ſubjedts to death, 
ſo he in the Sepulchre makes death his ſubje&t. And leſt 
Hell ſhould tryumph over us in puniſhment, he in Perſon 
tryaumphs over it with Victory. 

In Perſon I fay. Although his Body lay till in the 
Grave, ſince its local ablence, contradidts not his perſonal 
preſence, the inſeparable union of the God-head, with 
his Body and Soul,even in Death, permitting only a fe- 
paration in nature not of natures, a mutation of order, 
no difunion. If the Devils fear, forced his Prince to ſup- 
plicate, when our Saviour ſojourn'd on Earth, what un- 
expreſiible terrors did then poſleſs them, when the Worlds 
Great Monarch reigned. over Hell ? It in his humiliation 
they doubted his ſudden judgment, How did his exal- 
tation aſſure them of their certain execution? Here be- 
hold acted, that Viſion figuratively, after manifeſted un- 
to St. Joh, of Sathans impriſonment for a thouſand 
years, although literally it was to be fulfilled many ages | 
after. For who hath the Key of the bottomleſs Pit of 
Heaven, and Hell, but he to whom all power is given 
both in Heaven and Earth 2 He who openeth, and no 
Man (hutteth. Or when ſhould theſe Principalities be ſub- 
daed, it not at this general and moſt glorious Conquelt ? 


Can any 1magine this great Victory to be maymed, or | 


1mperfect, ſince he then led Captivity captive, crampling 
over all thoſe, that reſiſted either his Power,. or our Sal- 


doth ſo evidently demonſtrate this truth to be by our 
Head in part fulfilled, as the after events. I mean the 
tranquility and delight of the Church amongſt themſelves, 
thoſe hundred years immediately ſucceeding his ſuffer- 
ing.

moſt gloriouſly with Chriſt. As the Kingdome of our | 


Saviour, and the brightneſs of the Church, ſhined moſt 
perſpicuouſly,when the purity thereot brake forth in their 
proteſiion and -conſtancy 3 ſo the miſeries of Chriſtians, 
and the liberty of Sathan is never more apparent, then 
when the damnableneſs, and obſcurity of capital Here- 
lies Eclipſe the viſible face of the Church. For in the firſt, 
we-may truly be ſaid tolive,and tryumph even in death: 
in the laſt, their ſuppoſed freedome is the preateſt ſ}a- 
very ; and their ſeeming life, but a curſed, and eternal

As alſo many Laws to be 
obſerved, rewards to be conferred, correCtioris 'and pu- 
niſhments to be inflited. Granted then it muſt needs be, 
( for theſe reſpetts ſake ) that the Univerſal Church 
which is a Body ; a ſpiritual, holy, and glorious Mo. 
'narchie, muſt have a.,glorious, a wiſe, and omnipotent 
King, and Protector. 

Wouldſt thou now, O my Soul, ſee him, and know 
him? Loe thy Mother, and his Spouſe, calls thee, and

is in all things, that we call npon him for © Yea, be lo-

ved his People, all his Saints are in his hand, they ſate 
down at his feet, every one ſhall receive of his words; 
For the Lord came from Sinai, and roſe up from Seir, | 
unto them he fhined forth from Mount Paran, and he 
came. with ten thouſand of Saints; from bzs right hand 
went a firery Law for them. 4, 
The Heathen gave no ſmall honour -to Antiquity, as 


ſuppoſing it had ſomething in it of Divinity 3 and there-

and Laws : For the proof of the firſt, we have not onl

ancient as the Penteteuch of Moſes * Wherein obſerve 
not only .our Laws of venerable Antiquity, but alſo moſt 
clear, manifeft, and undeniable proofs, and demonſtra- 


burning, and quaking of the'Mount Sinai, the ſummons 
of the Heavenly Trumpet, the viſible preſence of the

But above all, the audible voice of God, pronouncing 
thoſe ten words, by which-we are. governed, as contain- 
ing his whole will, and our whole duty.

Now that theſe happy Laws, recorded in the whole | Frm their 
Book of God, are not only the firſt, ancienteſt, (and | #%9* 
therefore the foundation, original, and fountain of all | 
other conſtitutions) but alſo the beſt, and holieſt, as be- 
ing the lively Oracles of prudence, and ſanctifie it ſelf, 
appears firſt by the matter which is perfect, according to ; 
that ſweet Pſalmiſt, The Law of the Lord ( thar is the 
whole Word of God) zs perfe#. If perfe@#, then free  Pial. 19. 7. 
from all carnal imperfeftions. Here's no Political wink- | 
ing at the leaſt, or at ſome commodious offences 3 nor 
hiding places for any ſinner,, nor exception and preroga- ? 
tive tor Kings and Princes. The wilely head of Man can- 
not invent fins, without its precin&, neither can _the*cri- 
tical wits of Atheiſts, or worldly wretches, blemilh it, 
with the leaſt aſperſion of injuſtice, or ſeverity. So thar 
as there is in them no defect, ſo no redundancy, being | 
profitable for Dodrine, for reproof,, for correfFion, and 
for inſirufion in righteouſneſs, That the Man of God, 
may be perfe@®, throughly furniſhed to all good works. | 
Further, as they are perfect, ſo are they ſ#rez ſo that 
holy Singer, The Teſtimonies of the Lord are ſure, make-| ©: 15 7- | 
ing wiſe, the ſimple. The Ordinances of the World are ;

Of a Nebuchadnezzar, to burr to Aſhes religions Idoll- 
haters. Of a Darixs, to devonr with Lions the frequent 
worſhippers of God. Of a Herod, even a ſecond Pharaoh, 
to offer up by death thoſe Lambs, the happy Proto-Aar- 
tyre, and Contemporaries of our Saviour. Should I. con-

The greater an offence 1s, the more ſevere, and weigh- 
ty the puniſhment. This rule of proportion giving both 
a beeing, and ſplendor to diſtributive Juſtice. Whiſper- 
ers and murmurers againſt a State, are not proſecuted 
with ſo much rigour, as the openly rebellious; Nor ac- 
cording to the judgment of truth it felt; ſhall the ig20- 
rant Servant be beaten with as many ſtripes as the pre- 
ſamptuous offender. Bleſſed Saviour, even in this max- 
ime of humane Juſtice, there is (though in weak and 
faint ſhaddowes) a glimpſe and repreſentation of thine, 
CMans well doing and beſt of ation, being but an im- 
perfect imitation of thee, a moſt pure and univerſal act ) 
which ballances our faults, and retributes to each, his 
due weight of puniſhment. Thus righteouſly judging, 
that if caxſeleſs anger, be in danger of the judgment, 
then approbriowus, and diſgracefull ſpeeches, ſuch as thou 
fool, being a further degree, and an accurſed truit of the 
tornrer, ſhall be in perril of an Hell-fire. So Paul, be- 
cauſe a Perſecutor through ignorance, received mercy, 
when as Julian an Apoſtate, and wiltull ſinner, died a 
Blaſphemer. Lord, I have laid this train, to blow up my 
ſelf. O let thy conviction injuſtice, (like a ſtorm be- 
fore a calm) forego thy abſolution in mercy. Righteous 
Judge, if that thy mortal ſentence hath already attach- 
ed me, as Adam's Son, as Adams Image, yea, 'T have 
pleaded guilty; ſhall not my numberleſs actual tranſ- 
grefſions, meriting that other curſe of thy Law, make 
me therefore as deſerving thy double curſe, hable to a 
double puniſhment? Yes Tardy, unleſs miſerable wretch, 
infiniteneſs, and eternity, will not admit of an'addition.

Members, the Shield of Faith is a moving, an ubiquita- 
ry defence. Soinetime it interpoſes it felt ( as you have} 
formerly heard ) to ſave the Head, that 1s, the under- 
ſtanding, and the reſt of the Superiour faculties, from 


the fiery darts, which thoſe ſpiritual wickedneſſes in high 
places throw down upon us. Sometimes It 15 Oppoled brealt 
high in defence of the affetions, againſt the deceitful 
allurements and aflaults of the World; as ſhortly (hall 
be ſhewed. And in-the concluſion of this ſpiritual com. 
bat, when the Enemy groveling under our Feet, puts 
forth his mortal ſting of death, &c. deſcends and re- 
ceives it, where fixt, 1t carries It in. tryumph, to our fpi- 
ritual homez fo that, 0 death where is thy ſting?

Further, this our adverſary the World, is not only nu- 
merous, but polirick, and treacherous; not only uling 0- 
pen hoſtility, and giving forcible aſſaults, by the power 
and perſecution of wicked Men, but it lays many invi- 
fible ambuſhes of pleaſures to entrap us; and by her 
plenty of riches, and large offers, and mundane honours, 
caufes oft-times defection, and 'treaſon, in the leading, 
and chief commanding faculties of our Souls. This 1s 


the civil Chriſtians Dallilah, which lulls him afleep, on 
the Pillow of ſecurity, afterwards degrades him of his 
{trength, and glory, his excrementittous, and formal per- 
tormances3z and then delivers him up to ſhame, and de- 
ſtruction. The Poets Belloza, is but a fiction, a repreſen- 


ration of this Monarcheſs. They aſcribed wildome and |

conded with the power and. malice of Hell, and wicked 
great' Ones, with the glittering Scepter,and bloody Sword, 
with which ſhe awes her Empires? The Lord knows, and 
we are not ignorant of this. O let humility be chief 
mourner, and our pitty write in tears how many of

This is illuſtrated, and proved from Scripture, 
which witneſles, that at the Refurre&ion, The Sea gave 
up ber Dead; that is, that part of the ſubſtance of the 
Bodies that were in itz ad Death and Hell (that 1s, the 
Earth, or Grave) delivered ap the Dead that were in 
them. Farther, this muſt be granted, as an undeniable 
maxime, that as none but God, our Almighty Creator, 
can make ſomerhing of nothing ; ſo none but he can an- 


| nihilate any Creature, or any Atom of a Creature, ſo as 


to make* that ſomething nothing. If this be a certain 
truth, (as aſſuredly it is; ) and that'the Lord hath de- 
clared in his Word, that the ſame Bodies in which the 
Soul lived here upon Earth, ſhall again appear, 'and be 
raiſed at the Reſurrection, (as inſpired Job atteſts) ſay- 
ing, I ktow that my Redeemer lives, and that 1 ſhall 


ftand at the latter Day upon Earth, and though after my 
Shin Worms deſtroy this Body, yet in my Fleſh, ſhall 7 
ſee God. Whom ſhall ſee, For my ſelf and my Eyes

lements: of the. Ajre, andiFire 3 theſe two laſt, are moſt 
frequently in Seripture, called Heaven. That! flaming 
and Ztherial-Fire'( not Elementary ) in which the: Lord 


' Jeſus ſhall deſcend, and appear, with/the ten thouſands 


all 


of glorified Souls, and Angels, and which ſhall conſume 
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all the wicked that are then in the World, and burn up 
their works ; ſhall accordingly, as it 1s the nature, and 
true effe&t,and property of Fire,to purge and purify each 
of the four Elements,from all that droſs and corruptible 
quality, that hath intermixt, and cleaved unto them, by 
the righteous Judgment, and curſe of God for Mans fin. 
Wheace ſhall proceed that admirable change, as to their 
qualities, (although not of their ſubſtance) deſerving the 
name, in the Scripture promiſe, of a zew Heavez, and 
of a wew Earth; As it 1s moſt excellently ſet forth by 
Saint Pazl in theſe words; For the earneſt expeFation of 
the Creature, wait for the manifeſtation of the Sons 

God. For the Creature was made ſubje& to vanity,not 
willingly, but by reaſon of him, who hath ſubjeGed the 
ſame in hope; Becauſe the Creature it ſelf alſo ſhall be 
delivered from the bondage of corruption, into the glori- 
ous liberty of the Children of God. For we know that 
the whole Creation groaneth, and travelleth in pain to- 
gether,untill now. The Elements then, are made like un- 
to the Heavenly ſupream Orbes; pure, lucid, and incor- 


thus wonderfully changed in their qualities, and made 
incorruptiblez in which, reſpectively, the ſeveral parts, 
and ingredients of our Bodies are laid up, and reſerved, 
as being naturally a part of them; There muſt neceſ[a- 
rily follow, the ſame and the like change,and alteratisn, 
in the matter and ſubſtance of our Bodies alſo. Whence 
it will follow, that although the firſt change, in the Ele- 
ments, is ſupernatural, and wonderfull; that, in our Bo- 
dies will naturally follow, as an effe& from that cauſe. 
Our great God, as in the firſt Creation, cauſed the pro- 
duction of all things, out of their firſt matter, as ſo many

Chriſtian, aſcend higher,and-prove this eminent change, | 
to proceed alfo froma far higher and nobler cauſe, than' 
meer inature; even from the {piritnal, real, and myſtical

That was not firſt which is ſpirituall, 
but that which is natural, and afterward that which is 
ſpiritual. By one Spirit we are Baptized into one Body, 
whether we be Jew, or Gentile, whether we be bond, or 
free, and have been all made to drink into one Spirit. 
He that is joyned unto the Lord, is one Spirit. By theſe 
bright Scripture-lights is evidently diſcovered, and mani- 
feſted to us; that as the head in the natural body, con- |. 
tains the animal ſpirit, and conveyeth, and gives anima- 
tion to all the Members of the Body ; ſo the Lord Chriſt 
God-Man in one Perſon, is the head of his Spiritual, and 
myſtical Body,the Univerſal Church z and that from him 
alone, not only that ſpiritual life confiſting 1n holineſs, 
and righteouſneſs; but alſo that eternal, and immortal 
life, in which, both in Soul, and Body, we (hall live in 
bim, and with him at the ReſurreCtion for ever, and for 
ever, is given and communicated into every Member of 
his body, the Church united to him, in- this life, by a 
true faith, and by the animation and in-dwelling of the 
Holy Ghoſt; who is the life and ſpirit of God the Fa- 
ther, and of God the Son. Therefore in theſe, and other 
Scriptures, God the Father is fometimes called our life;

than from only meer nature, made new, refined, and in- 
corruptable, And that though the Elements through their 
incorruptability, are become Eviternal, like the Superior 
Orbes ; and are in a natural poſſibility ( if God pleaſe ) 
ſo to continue, without change, or alteration , Everlaſt- 
ingly; yet in all this, they fall far ſhort of the Eternal 
duration, of the glorified Souls atnd bodies of the Saints; 
which have not only a perpetuity, ariſing from the reti- 
ned, and -incorruptible nature, but an Eternity, flowing 
trom the ſpiritual, rea}, and inſeparable union of their 
Perſons through faith, and the Holy Ghoſt, to the Per- 
ſon of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt God-man, as Members uni- | 
ted to their Head. In which reſpe&,befides the declared 
politive, and unchangeable decree,and promiſes of God, 
(who cannot lye) as theſe Scriptures witneſs amongſt many | 
others formerly mentioned, wiz. God ſo loved the World 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that whoſoever be- 
lieveth in him, ſhould 'not periſh, but have eternal life. 
Who ſo eateth my F <P, and drinketh my Blood, hath e- 
ternal life, and T will raiſe him up at the laſt Day. The 
|Saints I ſay are placed and fixed in ſuch a bleſſed and 
certain ſtate and condition, as living ſpiritually in God, 
and God in them, as bath been proved, that it is as poſ- 
fible tor God, who is Eternal Life, to periſh and dye, as 
for any of his Saints to dye or periſh, that live by and in 
his lifez according to that unanfwerable Argument of 
our Lord and Saviour. As the living Father hath ſent 
me, and T live by the Father, ſo he that eateth me, even 
he ſhall live by me; Becauſe T live, yee ſhall live alſo. 
To conclude, I humbly conceive that this Eternal Life 
of the Saints, as to the reaſon: and nature thereof, far 
tranſcends the Eternal Life of the glorious Angels,in that 
as far as is revealed in Scripture, their life was given 
them by an act of Gods cepdodfe wi and power intheir 
firſt Creation, and is preſerved, continued and confirmed, 
to the Elect Angels, by an a& of his grace.

If ſo, 
as it 1s contrary to the Scripture, which ſaith, The ſame 
Bodies ſhall be raiſed; which includes all the internal, as 
well as the external part#of the Body; fo what uſe ſhall 
ve made of theſe, of the Teeth; and the reſt; if there 
be no eating, or drinking, nor employment of them, as 
a natural and ſecondary means, ſtill ordained of God, for 
the nouriſhment and continuation of a healthfull and e- 
qual temperament, called by Philoſophers Tewperamen- 
tum ad pondws £quale,.and as for the everlaſting Well- 
being of the Body? Sixthly, It is a Maxime in nature, 
and made good by experience,that all animate and com- 
pounded Creatures on Earth, are nouriſhed and preſer- 
ved in their being, by feeding upon ſuch things as are 
compounded of the: like Elements, of the which they 
partake. And is it not more than probable,that the Saints

learned, yea; ſome poflibly too curious, have in their 
writings affirmed, that , they have converſed,. ſeen, and 
on with Angels.

Therefore it is to be limited, and 
reſtrained, and not to be extended, as to exclude the 
eating, and drinking of the glorified Saints : which was 
not at all in the queſtion. For if ſo; it may be brought as 
well to prove,that they ſhall in all things elſe be like the 
Angels : which I humbly conceive, no Man will, or hath 
aſſerted 5 fince, in many things ( were it proper to be 
treated of upon this ſubje&t) I could ſhew a manifold 
| Uifference betwixt the Angels, and the glorified Saints. 
| This being ſufficient, and a clear and full anſwer to that 
objeCtion,I ſhall now proceed to ſpeak more particularly, 
although very ſuccin&ly, as having in the-ſ1x foregoing 
reaſons, or preliminaries, ſpoken more than I intended,

Firſt, as to the fight, or ſenſe of Seeing 3 the Eye, ( al- 
though by Oculiſts, Naturaliſts,and Anatomiſts, it is now 
placed in the firſt'rank of the bodies parts, or members, 
as a ſubjet wherein the moſt excellent, and wonderfull 
wiſdome of God is greatly manifeſted, and that not on- 
ly, as in reſpect of its curious fabrick, but admirable way, | 
and manner of conveighing, and repreſenting objects, to 
the Soul, whether Extra, or intra mittendo, or by both, 
is not my work now to diſpute, or determinez yet then, 
it ſhall,” as to its optick uſe, and faculty, be much more 
wonderfully bettered, heighthned, and enlarged 5 and 
that, firſt, as to its objeqs. Now, the beſt Eye, cannot 
immediately behold the Sun ſhining in its brightneſs, any 
time, with fixedneſs, without twinckling, trouble, and 
' danger of blindneſs; and as though it was aſham'd of its

Burt after the Reſurre@ion; we ſhall with theſe Eyes (as 
= ſpeaks) not only behold the glorified Saints, that 

ine as the Sun, and are as ſo many millions of Suns; 
but the glorious Angels, and our Redeemer the Lord Je- 
ſus Chriſt, the brighteſt Sx of righteouſneſs; and ſhall 
ſee God, as he is; yea,we ſhall ſee him face ro face,and 
live. This is that everlaſting and glorious beatifical Viti- 
on of Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, the for ever bleſſed 
Trinity in Unity, and Unity in Trinity, ſo much ſpoken 
of by the ancient Fathers 3 in which, as in a moſt bright 
cleer mirror, the Saints ſhall behold (their Eyes being 
herein affiſtants to their Souls ) all things God is pleaſed 
to reveal, and ſo far as a created nature is capable of 
| As alſo the natures, 
virtues, and qualities of all the Creatures; not as now, 
by their effects, but in their cauſe, Idea, and truth : yea, 
the high, and deep things of God. | 

The ſecond excellency of this glorified ſenſe of fight, 
as tO its ſtrength, in reſpect of objects, that are far di- 
ſtant, is, That whereas now our Eyes, without the help | 
of PerſpeQive-Glaſſes, cannot diſcern, or clearly diſtin- 
guiſh, and inform us of the things upon Earth, ſome few | 
miles off, and are much inferiour to Eagles,and Vultures 
of whom Naturaliſts report, That when by high flying, 
they are ſo leſſened, as not to be diſcerned by our Eyes, 
yet they can behold a little quarry upon the ground, and 
their prey,although many miles diſtant from them : and 
that now, through the imbecility, and weakneſs of our 
fight, in a clear day, we judge the skie to be of an azure 
colour; whereas truly, it hath no colour, but is only ſo 
repreſented ; being only by a vaſter diſtance,and the inter- 
mediate Aire,enlightened by the Sunz and that diſtance, 
beyond the extent of our weak Eyes, upon the level of 
the Earth, ſeems to be dark or black : But hereafter at 
the Reſurreion, the Eye being the Inſtrument and Or- 
gan, through, and by which, the Soul beholds all things, 
ſhall be ſo ſtrengthened, that it ſhall thereby behold, 
things very far diſtant. Elſe it ſhould loſe by _ 
wit 
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with the body, that excellency of fight, it had; as a Spirit 
before it re-entred into the Body; It being clear, and e- 
vident that the Angels and Spirits excell all other living 
Creatures, as to the aCtivity and extent of ſeeing; That 
evil ſpirit the Devil, being able to behold, and repreſerit 
to our bleſſed Saviour, from the top of a high Mountain, 
all the Kingdomes of the World (that is of that Hemiſ- 
phere, and ſemi-circle of the Earth ) and the glory of 
them (a moſt vaſt view and proſpe@&; ) ſo alſo the An-

Which life, ſplendor, and beauty, doth not only 
proceed from the glorification of the Eye, as apart, and 
member of the glorified body, but from thoſe fpirit-full 
and ſparkling rayes, ſent forth from the within glorious 
Souls: which like the Sun-beams ſhining through,and upon 
the pureſt Chryſtal ; (hall cauſe the Eye to ſhine with a 
moſt delightfull,and unexpreſlibleradiancy and ſplendor; 
much like to that wonderfull and vifional appearance of 
our Head, and ſample, the Lord Jeſus, to Saint Fohz, of 
whom It 1s written, That his Eyes were as a Flame of 
Fire.

Miſtris 3 yea, give me pure Eyes like thee, who canſt not 
behold intquity; ſo ſhall not my Eyes betray my Soul, 
but watch over it; not poiſon it,but enliven it ; be beau- 
tifull in thy Eyes, and in the Eyes of thy Saints, and ſhine 
here with holineſs and purity, hereafrer in Glory, 422e7. 
As the Eyes are the Eſpials, ſo the Eares are the Intel- 
ligencers of the Soul; by which it receives a general in- 
formation of all things, and are very uſefull in this mi- 
ſerable life, wherein ſin, ignorance, and all manner of 
troubles abound ; for its reproof, inſtruftion, and conſo- 
lation. But this is not only their uſe, rogether with that 
grace, and Ornament, they add to the Head, they being 
in the rank of the principal Members of the Body; For 
they are not only the common receipt of all vocal ſounds, 
and ſo of great profit, and emolument to the Soul; But 
they are the curious ports, inlets, and artifice of nature, 
to conveigh unto the Soul, all other ſounds; whether 
they be ſuch as are pleaſant, and muſical, for the delight 
thereof; or of ſuch noiſes as are of uſe.to premoniſh,and 
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give warning 3 or of ſuch ſounds alſo,which are wonder- 
|tull, terrible, harſh, and unpleaſant, and ought to raiſe a 
holy fear, reverence, and admiration in the Soul;' to wit 
of God, the cauſe and Creator of them : Such-as-are the 
| out cries, and skreeking of Creatures, rational; or unrati- | | 

onal; the hideous bellowings, and terrible roarings of 
wilde Beaſts; the hiffing of Serpents, the CataraGts of Wa- 
ters, the raging of Seas; the bluſtering of Winds, and 
Tempeſts; and the Worlds aſtonifhing and affrighting 
noiſe, of all- kinds of Artillery, Earth-quakes, and Thun- 
der; beſides many other ſounds of like nature. Having 
obſerved and declared the principal uſes and exerciſe of 
the ſenſe of Hearing in this life, I ſhall with the greater 
clearneſs hold forth, and diſtinguiſh of the much differ- | 
ing uſe, and far more excellent exerciſe thereof, after 
the Reſurrection in the glorified body, upon the renew- 
ed Earth. Now our fight is far more quick, and extenſive, | 
than our hearing, as 1s demonſtrable, in our beholding 
the flame of the Powder,and the flaſh of lightning,ſome 
time before we can hear the report 'of the Cannon, or 
the clap of Thunder, although the light in both 1s con- | 
temporary with the ſound.

Whether odours, and ſweet ſmells, nouriſh, is a great 
queſtion atnongſt the learned Naturaliſts z but that they 
do greatly preſerve, refreſh, and.delight nature, is denyed; 
by none 4 becauſe ſenſe and experience cannot be con- 
tradicted, or deceived. For my part,ſince it is moſt clear, 
and evident, that noxious, and poiſonous ſcents, vapours, 
and peſtilential Aire, (the effects of Comets, and Earth- 


damps in Mines, and Cole-pits, and in the Caverns of 
the Hill Yeſuvizs, of Dragons, and Serpents, yea of long 
immared, and unaired Priſoners, have infected, ſutioca. 


ted, and ſuddenly killed Perſons, in the perfecteſt de- 
orce

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nant ſmells, and ſpirations, have demonſtrably, and un- 
deniably, a ſecret and virulent Power, to deſtroy life 
and nature; Then aſluredly, by the rule of contraries, 
and according to right reaſon, (not to ſpend time in the 
vouching of inſtances, as of that Maid that was preſerved 
in health, ſtrength, and life, many Moneths, ( without 

taking any other nouriſhment ) by the conſtant ſmelling | 
of a Roſe; and in Aoſes, Eliahs,and our Saviour, living | 
40. Days without any viſible Meat, or Drink 3 which al- 
though miraculous, becauſe extraordinary, and above the 
cuſtomary courſe of nature; yet not ſo totally miraculous, 
as to exclude Gods making uſe of the Aire, or ſome 0- 
ther inviſible means of nouriſhment, for the preſervation 
and comfort of their natures; ſuch, as I am aſſured was 


{Souls, (whilſt theſe Spirits continue) are as it were bound 


then partially,if not totally,their ſmelling, and in-breath- 
ing of the ſweet and wholſome Element of Aire: I ſay 
again, then aſſuredly, by the rule of contraries, and ac- 
cording to right reaſon, redolent, fragrant, cordial, and 
{piritual odours, ſcents, aires, and ſmells, do not only re- 
freſh, and exhilerate, but fortifie, preſerve, and nouriſh 
our lite, and beings; although ſubtilly, and inviſibly, as ! 
being thin, and airy, and therefore more agreeable, and | 
ſuitable to feed, ſtrengthen and increaſe our natural, and '

thou mayeſt, I ſay, in God alone be-delighted, retreſhr, 
and nouriſht unto Lite Eternal. 

O infinite, holy, ever glorious, and Eternal Spirit, who 


|art the power, and love; the goodneſs, holineſs, and 


ſweetneſs of the Eternal Father, and the Son, as pro- 
ceeding from all Eternity, from themz and who art co-| 
equal, co-eternal, and co-efſential with them, in the uni-' 
ty of one Divine Eflence, and God-head;z who art the, 
Comforter, Counſeller, Preferver, and Sanctifier of all the 
Ele&, and Children of God; give me a new heart, and, 
a new ſpirit, and make me a new Creature, according 
as the Father hath promiſed,. in the new Covenant of

fitable and deſtructive to me, but of ill ſavour, offentive, 
and diſhonorable to thee; become, like the laborious Bee, | 
a gatherer of ſweetneſs, out of every object thereof. Of 
which various mixtures, my Soul ſhall compound, and 
make up an holy Incenſe ( in reſemblance of that under | 
the Law, prefiguring this ) of love, as in return for thy 
goodneſs of admiration, in the acknowledgment of thy 
wiſdome of adoration, as declaring thy Omnipotency of 
praiſe, and thaokſgiving, as glorifying thee, for theſe thy 
manifold gifts, and bleſſings; and be not only 4dam- 
iz'd, and- like him, as in Paradiſe before the Fall, but

ſurd, that they ſhall in this new life, be fick of a dead 
Palize: T his Senſe being now,and ſo without doubt,ſhall 
be then one of the cleareſt fignes, and demonſtrations of 
the life of the Body; and hath in one reſpect, a ſingular | 
preheminency, and difference, above the reſt of the Sen- 
ſes. For, whereas every other Senſe hath its proper Seat, 
and Organ; This may be truly fſaid,to be like the Soul, 


and to Organize, and refide in every part and 'member 
of a living and perfet Body. Neither is this Senſe leſs 
neceſſary to motion, than to lite; infomuch, as that when ! 
a Body 1s totally deprived thereof, it is inſenfible, and 
moves not, and is accompted no better than a dead 
Trunk, and inanimate Corps. I ſhall add further, that 
this Senſe, as it 1s now, ( ſo certainly it ſhall be then ) 
the Souls chief Inſtrument, and Inquiſitor to diſcern by. | 
and give Judgment, with much pleaſure and delight, of 
thoſe four: principal Elementary qualities, that are re- 
ſpectively inherent to, and in all created things, and bo- 
| dies, that conſiſt of matter, and are made up, and com- 
pounded of the four Elements; as to heat, or coldneſsz 
drineſs, or moifturez or of thoſe remoter quahities, and 
adjunCs; ſoft or hard, ſmooth or rough, arifing from them: 
So that, as the Soul united to the new-raiſed Body, with- 
out Eyes, and the Senſe of Sight, may truly be ſaid to 
be imperfeft,and blind, as to all viſible objects; ſo,ſhould 
the Body want this Senſe of Feeling, the Soul may as 
truly be ſaid, to be incompleat, and ignorantly dark, as 
to its knowledge, and underſtanding, as to all Tangible

From what hath been ſaid, I aſſert, that the Saints at 
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the Reſurrection, (hall in their glorified Bodies, have both 
the continuance, and exerciſe. of- this Senſe of Feeling, 
and that in an incowparable perfettion, as' to what it is 
now. I will not poſitively affirm, that ſpiritual ſubſtan- 
ces,as Angels, may be ſubjeds of this glorified Senſe,that 
ſhall be ſpiritualiz'd with our Bodies.z which though now 
x Cor. 15. 44+] a Natural Body, ſhall then according to the Word of 

| Truth, be raiſed a ſpiritual Body : It ſo, is it not pro- 
bable, that as now, to our natural Bodies, natural things 
Luke 24. 39. [are touchable, ſo to our ſpiritual bodies, ſpiritual ſub- 
ſtances, as Angels, may be Tangible: Our Saviours ex- 
preſſion to his Apoſtles, not at all contraducing, or exclu- 
ding this inquiry, or inference, he atiirming only, that a 
ſpirit hath not fleſh; and bones, -as he had : not denying 
that a ſpiritual glorified body, may touch and feel a 
ſpiritual Beeing, and Eflence: But ſhould this not be, 1 
, am aſſured, we ſhall both touch, and imbrace him, and 
be imbrac'd by him (I ſpeak this according to the Scrip- 
ture-phraſe, with all due and humble reverence ) who is 
far above all Creatures,and Angels, our Head;our Spouſe, 
our Saviour, the moſt. glorious Lord Jeſus Chriſt, God- 
man, in one Perſon; as allo Abraham, Tſaac,and Jacob ; 
the Holy Patriarchs, Kings, Prophets, Apoſtles,” Martyrs, 
Confeſlors,and glorified Saints 3 as alſo our formerly neer 
and dear Relations; which then-(hall be known of us, 
in that perfeQion of knowledge, and in this our exalta- 
tion 3 that ſo their ſalvation may add ſuch an accidenta]} 
joy to the augmentation of our bleſlednefs, as the Holy 
Angels are ſaid,by our Saviour,to have now fuper-added 
to their happineſs, at the converſion of a finner. 

To theſe, I ſhall annex and ſubjoyn other more inferi- 
our ſubjects of this glorified Senſe ; the then refined and 
well-tempered Aire and Elements; the delightfull con- 
tat of Fowles, Birds, and Beaſts, now willingly ſubject 
and obedient to Man; the ſuper-excelling, and numerous 
Trees, Fruits, and Plants ; the Arbors of ſoft and ſweet- 
ſmelling Roſes, the'banks of Lillies, the beds of Violets, | 
| the Carpets of all manner of rareſt Herbs and Flowers; 
' with which this new Heaven, and new Earth, this renew- 
ed Paradiſe, ſhall be (even to perpetuity) pleatifully 
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the Creator, of Chriſt the Reſtorer, and of the Holy 
| Ghoſt the Efficient, and to the unexpreſlible pleaſure, and 
delightfull uſe, and benefit of the Ele& and glorified 
Saints. As the bleſſed Carticles, that Song of Songs, 
[hath been, and 1s reproacht, and abuſed by wanton A- 
{moriſts3 and a learned Man was declared an Heretick, 
for _—_ there was an Antipodes, or a new World be- 
fore its diſcovery 3 ſo may poſſibly theſe my weak noti- 
ons, and contemplations, (although of a Divine ſubje&) 
becauſe not heretofore ſearcht into by others,that I know 
of; and therefore if the Lord in his providence ſhall or- 
der them to come to a publick view, I only recommend 
them to the devout peruſal,and jadgment of holy, hum- 


in the Body, do by divine Meditation, as it were live 
out of the Body, and have been ſo far changed into the 
Image of Chriſt, and taught, and renewed by his holy 
Spirit, that they have brought their Bodies, and Senſes 
unto ſuch a fpiritual frame, and exerciſe, as is declared, 
and exhorted to, in the foregoing diſcourſe; Theſe will 
rightly judge of this perſonal Raign of Chriſt, with his 
Saints upon Earth 5 and how uncharitably, and unjuſtly, 
and I may add 1gnorantly, many - ( in other reſpeds, 
learned, religious, and to be honoured) have ignomini- 
ouſly, and falſely branded this Dofrine, as though it 
was New, Epicureal, and Senſual; whereas the truth is, 
it is * a moſt antient and Primative Do&@rine, and no- 
thing elſe, but the declaration and affirmation of that 
glorious condition of Chrift,and his Saints 3 that he him- 
ſelf, the Holy Scriptures, and Prophets, indited, and in- 
ſpired by his Holy Spirit, have throughout witneſſed to, 
and promiſed, as by the Scriptures quoted in the Margin, 
beſides many others, 1s ſufficiently proved. That he, the 
ſecond Adam, ſhould come to renew, and reſtore all 
things, in this lower Creation, (freed from the curſe of 
ſin ) to as good, yea, a far better condition, than they 
had before the Fall; her God faw every thing that he 
had made, and behold it was very good. Now, did not 
God make this ſo excellent a work, for his Glory ? and 
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for his Creature [Man] to enjoy, and to ſerve,praiſe, and 
glority him, 1n the fruition thereof; and 1n the admira-. 
tion of him in this its excellency,and goodnels? But did! 
any of Man-kinde, but only two, Adam and Eve, enjoy 
the Earth, and the Creatures thereof, in their Primitiye, 
and created excellencies, and that but for a Day, or 
two? How then ſhall God have his end, the Glory of his 
Power, wiſdome, and goodneſs; and Man, the enjoy- 
ment of all his liberality and bounty; and be Trumpets 
and witneſſes of his excellencies in the Creatures ? How 
ſhall Gods promiſe be fulfilled, of making a new Hea- 
ven, and a new Earth; and reſtoring all things by bis' 
Son, the Heir of all things. If Man, I mean all the Elect, 
in his Soul, Body; and Senſes, ſhall not be renewed, and 
live perſonally with Chriſt, at this Renovation of all 
things, for # thouſand years, according to the Scriptures, 
to enjoy what God hath made, and Chriſt hath purcha- 
ſed for them: and: to admire, adore, and glorify him 
in the Primitive end,uſe, and enjoyment of them 3 Theſe 
then 'that deny this, and in a fervent ( I forbear to! 
ſay ignorant haſt , becauſe every Age hath its meaſure 
of light) would ſeat the raiſed Saints in the higheſt Hea- 
vens, before their time, and before Gods promiſes, and, 
great deſigns be fulfilled 3 what do they elſe, in the de- 
clining of -this great truth, but force themſelves upon 
falſe, and Allegorical expoſitions of cleer, and literal 
Scriptures, making ineffeftual his promiſe? yea, do they! 
not affirm, contrary to that. undeniable maxime, that 
God made theſe Heavens, and this Earth, and all the 
wonderfull Creatures, and admirable Ornaments there. 
of, in vain; as not known, nor made ule of by them, for. 
whom at firſt he created it, and again renewed it? 1 
might here add many more Arguments, for the defence 
of this truth, but I ſhall at this time, no further digreſs, 
but return to my former Method of Meditation, upon 
this glorified Senſe of Feeling : Referring the Reader to 
thoſe moſt excellent Treatiſes of Dr. Homes, Mr. Archer, 
and many others upon this Subject.

'For' 
although as in the Poet, Ix1on-like, in the height of thy | 
luſtfull pleaſure, thoy thinkeſt to infold in thy Armes, al 
Juno, a Goddeſs : The conclution will be, but the graſp- 
ing of an Airy Cloud; nay, which is far worſe, a Peſti- 
lential vapour, an inflam'd and killing Granado.

Which is to me a ſtrong 
reaſon, and a great help to interpret many Scriptures; as 
ſetting forth the great wiſdome, and juſtice of God, in 
appointing a certain time for his Saints, for whom he 
made the Earth, and wherein they have ſo greatly ſut- 
fered, and been perſecuted for his ſake, and to whom, 
he hath redeemed.,and reſtored it; ſhall with their Head

vens, poſſeſs, and enjoy, know, and underſtard this his 
lower Creation, 1n its Primitive excellency ; That ſo they 
may fing to his praiſe, and ſpeak thereof one to another, 
to the exalting.

But it may be objected, . how ſhall -the Creature, ac- 
cording to-that aſſertion of the Apoſtle; Ze delivered fron 
Bondage, they now are under, and enjoy the liberty of 
the Sons of God, it they be under this ſubjed&ion ? 
TT anſwer; as 1t 15 no diminution of our liberty,that we 
ſhall then be in ſubjection to God, . in Chriſt, becauſe 
his Service-1s our perfect freedome; ſo it ſhall be no im- 
peachment, or contradiction, to the liberty in that Scrip- 
ture intended, to- be reftored to the' Creatures; For no 
other liberty, it 1s clear, is there meant to be given then, 
but what they had before; their unwilling ſubje&ion to 
bondage, by reaſon of Gods curſe, for Mans fin, and it, 
beingrone of the principal ends of their Creation, to de- 
light, ſerve, and obey Man,Gods Vice-gerent upon Earth, 
their ſervice therein, according to the Primitive Ordi- 
nance of God, (as may be obſerved alſo, in the unwea- 
ried motions of the Sun, ahd Planets ) ſhall be their joy, 
honour, and freedome, not their bondage: This govern- 
ment having ao need,or occaſion,to make any ſuch harſh, 
laborious, oppreſlive, or {lautering uſe of any Creature, 
as now: all the Saints vocal commands, being then, by 
the wonderfull wiſdome, and providence of God. fo or- 
dered, and made agreeable to the nature, and will of 
the Creatures, and that by a certain kinde of inſtin&, gs 
that their ſubjection, and obedience, ſhall be as natural, 
pleaſing, and acceptable to them, as it is to the Fire and 
Air,to aſcend; they being as ambitiqus and ready to 0- 
bey, as the Saints to rule, govern, and command them; 
fince all their Orders, and verbal Injunctions, ſhall tend 
ro the great glory of God, ours and their Creator, and 
of Chriſt our Redeemer. | 

As to the particular attings, and ſubject matter of the
